WASHINGTON (NC)—Although the Catholic 
church taught that artificial birth control was 
immoral, expectations abounded in the middle 
1960s that a change was in the air. 


Anew birth control method had been brought 
to the public in 1962, and its success was so 
spectacular that soon it was known simply as 
the pill. 

THE CHURCH had specifically ruled out only 
those existing techniques employing mechani- 
cal barriers to conception. But the pill worked 
through chemical means to suppress ovulation 


in the woman and thereby block conception.- 


Speculation arose thatthe pill might get church 
approval. 


Paul VI recalls: ‘painful decision’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—In his first direct 
mention of “Humanae Vitae (On Human 
Life)” in years, Pope Paul Vi has restated 
the encyclical’s teachings on artificial 
contraception. 


In a major address on the eve of his 
feast day (St. John the Baptist, June 24), 
Pope Paul told the College of Cardinals 
that “Humanae Vitae,” which restated the 
church's ban on artificial contraception, 
was a painful document to issue. 


But he emphasized that the “more 


serious scientific studies” have confirmed | 


the validity of the encyclical’s teachings. 


“Humanae Vitae,” he told the cardinals 
_ June 23, “was a painful document of our 
- pontificate, not only because the issue 


“Among the arguments” cited by those who 


through periodic abstinence, or rhythm, a 
method only vaguely understood when first 
endorsed, with reservations, by Pope Pius XI in 
his 1930 encyclical “Casti Connubii (Of 
Chaste Marriage).” 

While the church could not revoke its banon 
mechanical barriers without being accused of 
inconsistency in its moral teachings, the pill, its 
backers said, would give the pope a face-saving 
way out of the problem confronting him. 

MUCH OF the problem had to do with the 
enthusiastic acceptance of the pill by women of 
all religions, including Catholics. By 1967, 


* there were an estimated 6.5 million women on 


the pill in the United States and more than 12 
million worldwide. 


Faced with these facts, Pope Paul, many 
thought, would say the new birth control 
method was consistent with previous Catholic 


was serious and delicate, but also—and 
perhaps even more important—because | 
there was a certain climate of expectancy 
among Catholics and in the wider sphere 
of public opinion which anticipated that 
changes, relaxations or liberalizations of 
the church’s moral doctrine and teaching 
on marriage would be made. 


“It seems to us,” continued Pope Paul, 
“that the decade which has passed since 
its promulgation is sufficient enough time 
to evaluate better the significance of the 
decisions which we then took ‘coram 
Domino’ (before the Lord).” : : 


The pope said that the 10th anniversary 
of “Humanae Vitae” is “an opportunity to 
reaffirm the important principles which in 
the wake of the just ended council we 


: ~ teaching—that the pill merely extended a 


woman's natural cyclical infertility. 


Additional impetus for change came from 
the papal commission set up by Pope John 


XXIII in March 1963 to look into the subject of 


birth control. - 


‘ A MAJORITY of the commission said that 
married couples should be free to follow their 
consciences on birth regulation, provided that 
selfishness did not rule their marriage and that 
they were open to having children at some 


- point. 


By the summer of 1968 rumors abounded 
that the papal pronouncement was imminent. 
While attention was turned toward Rome, 
something happened in Washington which 
hinted of what was to come. 


On June 27, Cardinal Patrick A. O'Boyle of 
Washington issued guidelines to his 339 
archdiocesan priests concerning artificial

The pope's ban on artificial contracep- 
tion was issued in July, 1968, after a 
Papally appointed commission urged 
revision of church teaching on contracep- 
tion. 


The encyclical caused a storm of 
controversy among the laity, theologians, 
priests and bishops. 


Sociologists have stated that in the 
United States much of thedeclineinmass - 
attendance since the Second Vatican 
Council can be traced to dissatisfaction 
over the encyclical, the last one to be 
issued by Pope Paul. 
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The murder of 12 English Pente- 
costal missionaries and children by 
guerrillas in Rhodesia has brought the 
confirmed missionary death toll there 
to 35 during the past five years. These 
include 17 Catholic, two Methodists, 
one Anglican, one Dutch Reformed 
and two Salvation Army. 


Pope Paul VI expressed hopes June 
22 that Cuban Catholics would be 
given a just measure of freedom to 
express their faith and to contribute to 
Cuba’s common good. 


Couples involved in mixed mar- 
riages should be free to decide 
whether they bring up their children 
as Catholics or Protestants, according 
to Father John Brady, an Irish Jesuit.

lf we're going to have an evangelization 
program, how does it fit in with what I’m 
doing in Cursillo or Charismatic Renewal, 
or CCD, or Marriage Encounter, or CDA, or 
Legion of Mary, or whatever? 


That's the question being posed around 
the diocese that Father Robert Gavotto, 
the Augustinian priest directing the 
evangelization movement, keeps hearing. 


AND HE REPLIES: “Concerned and 
involved Catholics already have many 
meetings to attend. How can we work 
together effectively without an unneces- 
sary extra burden in meetings and time? 

“This is not another organization or layer 
of bureaucracy,” said Father Gavotto. “No 
existing group should be weakened or 
directed in the evangelization process. 


“It is, in fact, an excellent way of testing 
and showing whether the particular group 
is effective in spreading the Word to 
others. 


“AND THAT, after all, is what evangeli- 
zation means,” he said. 

Throughout the diocese parishes are 
appointing chairpersons for evangeliza- 
tion, to coordinate activities between 
existing groups in the parish. 


Father Gavotto, assisted by Judy Rau- 
ner, has been visiting deanery meetings of 


‘ priests and holdings workshops for parish 


chairpersons to endeaver to “put flesh” on 
the bones of the pastoral letter Bishop Leo 
T.. Maher issued on evangelization at 
Pentecost. 


THE SLOGAN “Share Our-Selves”’ 
(SOS), or “Demos de nosotros” in Spanish, 
has been adopted as a key to the whole 
spirit and thrust of evangelization. 


During the coming months the diocesan 
team will be developing materials and 
plans for parish chairpersons to use as a 
guide, and coordinating ideas which come 
in from parish level activities. 


“One of the first things we hope to do is 
to build a team in each parish represent- 


ing the various groups and organizations 


already active there,” said Father Gavotto. 
“WE'VE DRAWN UP a list of 23 possible

parish organizations which exist—not all 
in every parish—-and which can be 
brought together in the work of evangeliza- 
tion. 


“The parish chairperson draws their 
representatives together to affirm all the 
evangelizing activities going on and to 
plan to do more by working together,” he 
added. 


Questions to be posed at such meetings 
include: 


—Do we really understand the word 
evangelization? 


‘ —What does evangelization mean to 
each of us personally and to our organiza- 
tion? 

—What evangelization is currently 
happening in our organization and in our 
parish? 

—Where do we go from here? 


When Father Gavotto is asked “Where 
do we go from here?” he explains that the 
diocesan office is trying to get people to 


_ consider the objectives in the pastoral so 


that by the fall more intensive activities 
may be planned. 


“| realize that this is no time to try to 
organize anything, with summer activities 
and vacations taking people away. 


“BUT BY THE FALL we hope to be ina 
position to launch the evangelization 
program more fully into the lives of all 
Catholics in the diocese, whatever their 
background, whatever their color or 
language. 


“Everyone can play a part in the 
evangelization commitment of this dio- 
cese, which will take it beyond the stage of 
lip service,” he added.

Couples more serious about getting married

being prepared simultan- 
eously at the doors of both 
“churches,” he related.

A feast of moral theology 


If for no other reason than to see where moral 
theology stands among today’s multifarious 
problems, it was good to have atthe USD campusin 
June two such outstanding theologians as Father 
Timothy O’Connell from Mundelein, IIi., and Jesuit 
Father Richard McCormick from Georgetown’s 
Kennedy Institute. They spent a week reviewing 
and informing about 100 priests, deacons, sisters 
and others on current thinking in moral theology. 
“Is morality hanging together or falling apart?” was 
one general question posed for the series of talks, 
and they did something to show us that though 
there are strains, the teaching ofthe church is 
holding its own. _ 


While Father McCormick dealt with specific 
issues—sterilization, abortion, homosexuality, 
divorce—we heard from Father O’Connell a 
somewhat scholarly and tantalizing history of 
moral theology, sin, moral absolutes, conscience 
and a look into the future. Not all their listeners 
were either satisfied or in agreement. But perhaps 
that reflects the “state of the art” today. 


Renegades or prophets? 


Between them, these two theologian priests carry 
a lot of weight in guiding the direction of modern 
moral theological thinking in the United States. To 
some, they are renegades, speaking almost heresy, 
as they expound on these sensitive subjects. To 
others they come like the breath of fresh air which 
Pope John XXII! brought to church thinking and 
teaching with Vatican II. As Father McCormick put 
it: “Sometimes it may appear that we are launching 
attacks on authority in what we say. But, letthere be 
no misunderstanding, we both fully support the 
authority of the church.” 


One of their listeners condemned them heartily, 
indicating they were preaching only “situation 
ethics” with little respect for the church’s teaching. 
Others among their listeners just couldn't get 
enough of their line of thought and-“prophecy.” 
Birth and life 

Father McCormick, commenting on -the 1.25 
million abortions carried out in the United States 


each year, said “If that is unjustifiable taking of life, 
then itis the greatest problem facing this country.” 


And he went on to say that the U.S. Supreme Court - 
_ has “totally separated morality from law” in this 


instance. However, he pointed out challenges to 
the accepted teaching on abortion, challenges 
which deal, for instance, with the onset of 
“humanization’ in the fertilized ovum, and withthe 
use of |UD’s and certain pills. 


The Jesuit, whose particular expertise is bio- 
ethics, told us of the distinction being made by 
certain schools of theological thought between 
instant human life at conception and “hominiza- 
tion” or “humanized life’, by which the first few 
days of the new life might not be categorized as 
fully human. He also said it is not yet perfectly clear 
how an !UD works, so we should be careful how we 
discuss them and their supposed abortifacient 
effects.

Preservation of deformed life 


If was Father McCormick, who, with his wide 
experience at Georgetown’s famous center, gave 
graphic examples of very deformed “life” in new 
infants where parents or others come to him to ask 
what they should do. For instance, what do you say 
to parents of a child born so deformed that it needs 
a succession of 25 heart operations if it is to survive 
at all, and then only in a sort of twilight existence? 
What do you do about the “alcoholic baby” whose 
mother is so literally under the influence of alcohol 
that the baby at full term is only a pound and a half 
in weight with kidney trouble which makes life 
terribly uncertain for it? 


“You walk between two medical-moral ex- 
tremes,” said Father McCormick. At the one end is 
the “never say die” school of thought and the other 
says “snuff it out”. He said there is a middle path, 
‘that “Life is a basic value, but not an absolute or 
unconditional one.” There is, he said, quoting from 
Ecclesiastes, “a time to die” as, with the title of this 
column, “a time to keep”. . 


He reviewed the church’s teaching on ordinary 
and extraordinary means to be used to sustain life 
and how several of the considerations have less 
meaning than in the days when they were 
formulated. The factors—excessive inconven- 
ience, expense, pain, danger—have changed. Pain 
can be minimized. Expense can be borne by the 
state under certain conditions, and so on. 


Good and evil 


~ There were some raised eyebrows at the session 
by Father O’Connell on objective morality. In listing 
his five characteristics of Catholic understanding 
of the moral law, he dealt with the “proportional 
aspects” of good and evil. He said it is ridiculous to 
admonish “Do good and avoid evil.” Nobody, he 
said, can do all good or avoid all evil. He rephrased 
the injunction thus: Do as much good as possible 
and as little as evil as necessary. He also stated that 
everything we do has good and bad results, and we 
have to “maximize the good.” He reminded us that 
we are human and finite, and not God. 


However, Father O'Connell added, at aoe 
session, that “We are fundamentally good.’ "Hesaid | 


it is an American phenomenon that ‘people are 


- regarded as vicious and nasty. “I have an optimistic 


view of humans,” he said. 


_ Where did they both stand in relation to the 
church's teaching and any challenges to it? 


~ Father McCormick put it this way: “Our response 
as theologians i is not obedience to teachers, but to 


share in their insights. We have to-make a sincere . 


attempt to assimilate their teaching. But we may 
have to dissent.” 


He said the task of a theologian “is constantly to 
try to purify the teaching of the church. It would be 
disloyal (to the church) to see a problem and not 
speak the truth.”

God, | believe, created and contin- 
ues to create because it is his nature 
to do so. We say that nothing. ts 
impossible to God, but some things 
are. Itis impossible for God not to love. 
It is impossible for him not to forgive. 

- It is impossible for him not to create 
and yet remain who he is. 


ALL CREATION is the manifestation 
of an iresistible outpouring of divine 
love. God creates in a diversity of form 
and substance that is beyond our 
imagination out of his own infinite 
diversity. 


But he creates, too, out of his own 
inseparable unity. And we who are 
heir to his diversity are heir also to his 
unity. Union with him is our source, 
our purpose and our destiny. All of 
creation, struggle as it may, is being 
inexorably drawn towards conscious 
union with him in whom we live and 


’ have our being. It must be. ~ 


Where, then, does evil come in? Evil 
is a dead-end street. It is going 
nowhere. Evil is a thief. It cannot exist 
of itself, only by subverting the great 
power for good with which God has 
imbued his creation. And-because it 
works against its essence, it is always 
self-destructive. 


THAT WE GIVE so much power to 


evil in our lives is, | think, because we « 


are as yet in a spiritually embryonic 
stage. Like infants we see ourselves as 
the center of the universe and insist 
that it should revolve around us. The 


world was not made for us, it was 
made from, in and for the love of God. 


Nor were we made for the world. 
We were made from, in and for the 
love of God. The core of all being is 
united to him. That is why when we 
turn away from goodness and from 
the contemplation of and cooperation 
with him, we suffer disruptive inner 
conflict and disharmony and begin to 
“fall apart at the seams.” 


It is, | feel, pathetic to see so many 
millions of people going blindly, 
deafly through their lives, snatching at 
pleasure as it passes, and spending 
thousands of dollars trying to find out 
who they are and where they are going 
and where happiness and security 
may be found. 


WE MAY ACT as though God did not 
exist, only to come to doubt our own 
existence and feel desperately alone. 
We cannot escape what we are nor 
what we must become. We are God's. 
We are in him and he in us and the 
more aware we are of that, the more 
conscious our union with him be- 
comes and the more surely we grow 
into the persons we are in his vision. 


We cannoc break our bond nor 
leave him, because he will not leave 
us nor break his covenant. He does 
not discriminate among his creation 
and is equally present in Atilla the 
Hun, Adolph Hitler, Stalin, St. Francis 
of Assisi, Pope John and Mother 
Teresa. That is why when we do evil it 
is such blasphemy. 

A line from one of Moore's Irish 
melodies goes “As the sunflower turns 
to her God when he sets, the same 
face that she turned as he rose.” It 
seems to me that we are-called and 
formed to be like the sunflower, 
always the same before God, always 
being what he created us to be, fixing 
our eyes on his dazzling light and 
turning towards him, open, wor- 
shipping, drawn by intangible bonds. 


IF WE COULD always remember 
who created us and why, perhaps we, 
too, might be named for our God, 
identified with him. And when we 
stand by the highways and byways we 
would be recognized for what we are 
and in the beauty and brilliance of 
truth realized, transform out part of 


the world to something more nearly 


reflective of him.

The pace of change and 
the middle-aged Catholic 


By William E. May 


During this year the Know Your Faith 
series has centered on the history of the 
church as a living, developing community of 
people. It has thus stressed the changes that 
have taken place and are taking place within 
the church and its people. 


It is true, too, that the pace of change within 
the church has accelerated in recent years, a 
fact attributable in large measure to contem- 
porary culture and its technology. 


THERE IS surely no doubt that change 
has affected and continues to affect the 
middle-aged Catholic who sometimes won- 
ders whether the church of his or her youth is 
the same as the church of today, or at least 


wonders in what sense it is the same and in 
what sense it is different. 


I believe that it is important, in the midst of 
an historically developing church, to keep in 
mind certain basic truths about the church 
and its people that are unchanging and to 
consider one kind of change that is absolutely 
indispensable for the Catholic, whether 
middle-aged, young or old. 


Among the unchanging truths that must 
constantly be kept in mind and ever renewed 
and more deeply understood are the 
following. First of all, the truth that there 
really is a God who cares for us and loves us, 
who is in truth the best and greatest friend we 
can ever have, the one who will never 
abandon us and who is always ready to help 


us, to comfort us, to strengthen us—on one 
condition only, that we let him. 


SECOND, the truth that the reign or 
kingdom of this God, a reign of love and 
justice and peace, has already begun. This 
reign will come to fulfillment only in the “end 
time,” but what is most important is that it has 
already taken root in history through the 
incarnation, life, death, and resurrection of 
our Lord and redeemer, our savior and 
brother, Jesus. We enter this reign when, in 
baptism, we die to the “old man,” the 
unredeemed man, and rise to a new kind of 
life made possible in and through Jesus. 

Third, the truth that we are to put God and 
his reign of love and justice first in our lives 
and that our life in Christ makes radical 
demands upon us. 


The kind-of change that is absolutely 
indispensable for the Catholic—indeed, for all 
Christians and all human beings—is the 
change to which we are challenged by Jesus, 
who'summons us to reform our lives because 
his Father’s kingdom has indeed come (cf. 
Matthew 4:17). 


THE CHANGE in question is a change of 
heart, a conversion, an inner renewal. It is to 
this change that we commit ourselves in

Problems of democracy 


The church had to face 
the rise of Americanism 


By Father Alfred McBride, O Praem 


It took some years for Catholic Europe, 
especially Rome, to appreciate the role of 
American Catholics in a free and democratic 
society. In many ways the United States was 
both the heir of the 16th-century Protestant 
Reformation and the 18th-century Age of 
Reason. 


It would seem to Rome then that American 
Catholics would need to resist both Protest- 
tant domination from above (in the govern- 
ment) and humanist subversion from below 
(in the culture). 


HOW COULD American Catholics cope 
with the democratic ideal of freedom of 
religion, since error ultimately had no rights? 
How could they withstand the humanist 
attack on the very reason for Christian 
religion at all, whether Protestant or 
Catholic? 


Just as Rome took a vigorous stand against 
modernism (rationalist critiques of revelation 
and religion), so also Rome worried about 


what it believed was its trans-Atlantic 
counterpart, Americanism. : 


The issue was dramatized by (1) freedom of 
religion, which seemingly led to religious 
indifferentism in-the long run; (2) the rise of 
the Knights of Labor, which from a distance 
seemed to have the anti-clerical atheistic tone 
of European labor movements; (3) the John 
Ireland controversy about church schools, 
which seemingly was bent on giving the 
secular state control of all education. 


SUCH ROMAN fears began with the 
appointment of the first American bishop, 
John Carroll. Among his first requests 
(refused by Rome) were (1) the right of 
Americans to elect their own bishops and (2) 
the right to use the vernacular in liturgy. 
These democratic interventions seemed like 
a cloud on the horizon. - 2

His 
idea was that if Catholics encouraged the 
proper growth of public schools, the state 
would look favorably on the flourishing of 
Catholic schools as well. He was not against 
Catholic schools, but for creating a climate of 
mutual and helpful acceptance between

HE FOUND an eloquent ally in Catholic 
University’s Father Thomas Bouquelon, 
moral theologian, who wrote a paper in 1891 
entitled, “Catholic Education: To Whom 
Does It Belong?” His answer: To parents, to 
church, to state. 


By offering a rationale for the state’s right to 
educate, Bouquelon broke ranks with the 
centuries-old idea that only parents and the 
church had such rights. The Woodstock 
Jesuit, Father Rene Holaind replied with a 
pamphlet, “The Parent First,” in which he 
reasserted the traditional idea that only 
parents and the church had such essential 
rights in education. The state acted at their 
bidding.

This essential change that we must effect in 
ourselves is rooted in another central and 
enduring truth mediated to us through the 
church: the truth that we are sinners. Just as 
we frequently seek to evade the reality of 
physical death, so we are tempted to evade or 
deny the reality of the death that is sin, to 
convince ourselves that others may be 
sinners but we are not. No, not us. 


We are good “con” artists, and we are 
particularly good at conning ourselves. What 
we must come to recognize is that we are in 
need of constant reformation, of inner 
renewal, and that in this work of conversion, 
in this task of turning from sin to the God who 
is our best friend, he is there to help us, and 
his grace is mediated to us through the

Perhaps these observations, although not 
directly concerned with some of the kinds of 
changes being experienced by middle-aged 
Catholics, may provide some basis for 
evaluating the changes that are experienced.

In this case Rome had many 
American allies among the bishops and the 
Ireland cause basically failed, even though 
recognition of the state’s rights eventually 
prevailed. 


STILL IT MUST be said that the church’s 
basic fears were legitimate. Americanism did 
contain the seeds of anti-religious humanism. 
that would, if left unchecked and unresisted, 
undermine the faith of American Catholics. 
The growth of the power of a secular state 
could very well hamper the legitimate 
aspirations of religion. And far more deadly, 
the rise of a secular culture could easily erode 
and subvert religion from within. 


As the history of the 20th century has 
unfolded, it can be seen that secularism is by 
no means an American phenomenon. Its 
worldwide prevalence challenges people of 
Christian faith to be far more serious about 
their free and willing acceptance of Christ 
when both a secularized state and culture 
conspire to create a hostile environment. 


. Vatican II’s “Gaudium et Spes” notes this 
and asks Christians to dialogue with the 
secular culture in order to opén non-religious 
humanists to the beauty of Christ, and to take 
note of their legitimate ideals. The mood then 
should not be one of warfare, but one of a 
searching community of all people of good 
will.

There is a house for homeless men in - 


Washington, D.C. with a room named in 
honor ‘of a Washington Post columnist and 
editorial writer, Colman McCarthy, who is 
especially proud of that recognition. 


“I'm enshrined in a poor house. Now that’s 
a iasting reward,” the tall, slender, almost 
gaunt McCarthy laughs. “It will always be 
there, long after I am gone.” He pauses, his 
hands in his pockets as walks to the window 
behind his desk to look at the mid-afternoon 
traffic moving past the Washington Post 
building. 


BUT WHILE McCarthy’s colleagues write 
mostly about the machinations of politics and 
government, he writes sensitive, incisive 
essays about profound thinkers from other 
centuries or about his “disturbers of the 
peace”—those fools among us who for 
reasons often unknown to themselves say, “I 
will not be pushed another step.” 


And they battle with big government and 
industry trying to get a giant corporation to 
build safe school buses; they fight for 
standards that would prohibit a clothing 
manufacturer from selling children’s.clothing 
that is highly flammable; they oppose strip 
mining operations that gouge and destroy a 
West Virginia community.

_ The interior spiritual journey 
- without Jesus is, at the very least, 


extremely dangerous, Going into our 


spiritual center where the negative 
residue of our personal history is 

often repressed can cause a great 
deal of fear. Guilt, self-hatred, 

_ resentment, memories of past 
failures and negative reactions of all 
types can lurk beneath the surface of 
a rationally controlled facade. 


The negative reactions to our fears 


have often been covered by bravado - 


or a stoical facade while all the while 
deep emotional reactions have been 


raging inside. Consequently, when. 


we begin to seek God in the center of 
-our being we must dig through the 
results of past terrors. 


McCarthy memorialized in a book of essays 
under that title, didn’t fight out of any sense of 
heriocs or glory, but because there was 
nothing else they could do. They were aware 
that the fight was lonely, often self-destruct- 
ive, with the smallest of victories rare. 


. McCARTHY understands that kind of 
person and the moral indignation and 
courage it requires to stand up to impossible 
odds and tells their stories with a unique 
compassion and humanity. Because he writes 
sensitively “about ordinary people whose 
ambitions are not self-aggrandizement and 
political power, his reporting stands out 
dramatically. = 


“I like to pursue subjects that a lot of the 
pack in Washington do not want or cannot 
get near,” McCarthy explains, pointing out 
that he discovered last winter that the 
president’s nearest neighbors were the 
homeless, destitute men who slept on heating 
vents near the Corcoran Art Gallery. 


“And a few blocks away are abandoned 
houses owned by the city government. You 
don’t need a powerful intellect to put those 


-two grim realities next to each other. Why 


can’t abandoned housing be turned over to 
the homeless?” McCarthy raised that 
question on the Post’s editorial pages and was 


told his columns were a factor in seeing that’ 


housing was made available for those men. 


“I DON’T believe that all the news stories 
to be fresh have to happen today. Sometimes 
the news from the fifth century can be 
startingly new if you’ve never read Saint

Difficult though the going was for Catholics 
in Colonial days, three distinguished Catholic 
gentlemen made signal contributions to the 
establishment of both the United States and 
the church in America—the Carrolls of 
Maryland. 


Charles was born in 1737 in Annapolis. His 
father had fled religious persecution in 
England only to find it in Maryland. As a 
result, he lost his attorney general’s commis- 
sion and any chance to participate in political 
activities. Undaunted, he built up the greatest 
fortune in the colonies. 

YOUNG CHARLES yas sent with his 
cousin John to the clandestine Jesuit school, 


Bohemia Manor Academy, then to the 
English Jesuit College of St. Omer in French 


i 


‘Flanders. Charles pursued legal studies in 


France and England for 16 years and returned 
to Annapolis in-1768. 

A series of controversial articles in the 
Maryland Gazette, in which he defended the 


rights of the people against government 
measures, brought him to favorable public 
attention. He attended the first Continental 
Congress as an unofficial consultant, fearing 
that his religion would weaken his,influence as 
a delegate. 


Charles was chosen along with John, nowa 
Jesuit priest, to accompany Benjamin 
Franklin and Samuel Chase on a mission to 
win over the French Canadians to the 
American position, but they did not succeed. 
In 1776, he was elected to Congress. And he 
affixed his signature to the Declaration of 
Independence. 


DANIEL CARROLL'S career paralleled 
his Cousin Charles’ career in many ways. 
Daniel entered politicsin 1777. He fought for 
democracy in ultra-conservative Maryland 
and held several state and national offices. 
Among other things, he was a delegate to the 
Continental Congress and the Constitutional 
Convention, and was one of the two Catholic 
signers of the Constitution. He made 
important contributions to government, the

just 40 years ago, in the essays of Claude

into glory, it was appropriate that 
God...should make perfect, through 
suffering, the leader who would take 
them to their salvation. For, the one 
who sanctifies, and the ones who are 
sanctified, are of the same stock; 


brothers.” (Hebrews 2:10-12)

Father John Carroll, after filling teaching 
posts in Europe and being arrested by the 
Austrians when the Society of Jesus was 
dissolved in 1773, returned, upon his release 
in 1774, to Maryland. He took part in the 
aforementioned diplomatic mission to Cana- 
da. This journey resulted in a lasting 
friendship with Franklin. 


He built a little chapel on Daniel’s property 
and opened a mission station in Virginia. In 
1784, at Franklin’s recommendation, he was 
officially appointed head of the missions in the 
United States. 


JOHN WAS KEPT busy defending the 
rights of Catholic citizens against persistent 
attacks and, on Sept. 17, 1784, was named 
first bishop of the first diocese in the country, 
Baltimore. 


‘He worked untiringly to establish smooth 


_ church-state relations, visiting the retired . 


President ‘Washington and preaching his 
eulogy at St. Peter’s in Baltimore. - 


As the country grew, so did. his respon- 
sibilities to the scattered Catholic popula- 
tion. Fortunately he was an administrative 
genius, and the organization he set up proved 
a solid foundation for the future growth of the 
American church: 


IN 1802 he received permission for the 
establishment of four new dioceses: Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia and Bardstown, Ky. 
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McCarthy understands the courage 
and moral indignation it takes to 
stand up to impossible odds in order 
to change conditions under which 
they live. 


“I’m often accused of being a cynic,” he 
continued, “but how can I be a cynic if] still 
believe. that government can work; moral 
values can be spread and social justice can be 
achieved? It is the people who are hung up on 
big results who wear out the quickest in 
Washington.” 


The roots of his philosophy, he said, come 
from his country lawyer father who repre- 
sented immigrants and the “voiceless poor.” 
And, he added, he learned the value of 
solitude and not being afraid to be alone from 
the five years he spent in a Trappist 
monastery in Georgia, an intellectual — 
experience from which he is still drawing. 


“SERVING that group of voiceless poor, 
the largest group we have on the planet, 
would be a useful and happy vocation,” he 
said. 

“Service to others is really the crucial idea.”

These Sees were created in 1808 and he was 
named archbishop, receiving the pallium in 
1811, by which time he saw the need for new 
dioceses in Florida and Louisiana. 


His activity in promoting education, both 
religious and secular, was prodigious. 
Keeping pace with this was his fostering of 
religious foundations and orders. It was with 
unique joy that he learned of the re- 
establishment of the Society of Jesus and 
looked forward to its success in the United 
States. 


Feeling keenly the need for a native 
American clergy, he brought the priests of St. 
Sulpice: from France to open St. Mary 
Seminary in Baltimore in 1791, and stren- 
uously resisted their threatened recall in 1802. 


BETWEEN 1793, when he ordained the 
first graduate of St. Mary’s, and his own death 
in 1815, there were just 30 alumni. Conse- 
quently he had to rely heavily on priests from 
France, Germany and Ireland. With them 
came not only blessings, but problems, too. 
Often they challenged his jurisdiction, more 
than once bringing him to court. He was 
always vindicated, but these rifts left 
inevitable emotional scars. 


John Carroll possessed all of those 
qualities of mind,-heart and soul which make 
for dynamic, effective leadership. In addition, 
he was a consummate diplomat, a sincere 
patriot who set the tone for our becoming, in © 
the best sense of the term, the Catholic 
church of the United States. -

Are Christians ready to preach the gospel?

Will the world ever be ready to listen to the 
gospel message? More importantly, are 
Christians ready to go forth and preach it? 


‘Cardinal Leo Joseph Suenens of Malines- 
Brussels, Belgium, spoke of the necessity for 
evangelization in the world today during the 
Second International Conference on the 
Charismatic Renewal in Dublin, Ireland. 


HE REJECTED THE IDEA that the need for 


mission should no longer be so vivid or so- 


strong as in the past, saying: 


“People ask, ‘Why should we preach the 
gospel? The world is not ready to listen.’ But do 
you think the world was ready to'listen in the 
days of Jesus? Just look at the crucifixion. 


“So in one way our world is not ready to listen. 
But the drama is not that ‘they’ are not ready to 
listen but that we Christians are not ready to 
speak and go. 

“THE END OF ALL our exploring will be to 
arrive where we started’”—the upper room in 
Jerusalem at Pentecost—“and to see the place 
for the first time,” Cardinal Suenens said. 


The cardinal, the leading churchman in the 
Catholic charismatic movement, began *his 
address by saying: “The charismatic renewal is 
nothing more than a new awareness of what 
Pentecost means in the life of the.church.” 


After praising the courage of such denomina- 
tions as the Jehovah’s Witnesses, who went 
around knocking on peoples’ doors, and after 
urging Catholics to learn from their evangelical 
brethren, the cardinal said: “We have to go out 
‘from the upper room. We have to bring the 
gospel to every creature.” 
; CARDINAL SUENENS, quoting Jesus’ 
i injunction to say no more than simply “yes” or 
no”, called on the 17,000 present to say yes to 

the call cf the Lord coming out of the congress 


"world in need of Jesus Christ as its savior. “At 


Cardinal Leo Joseph Suenens 
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the same time we have to say no to all the 
powers of darkness,” he added. 


In the struggle for justice and peace they - 


have to say no to violence, no to injustice, he 


told the group. 3 


Ralph Martin, director of the International 


Communications Office for CatholicCharisma- _—‘ 
tic Renewal in Brussels, opened the conference 


by telling participants that the gospel call was 
God coming to the rescue of imprisoned 
humans and saying to-them, “Let’s go.” 


-HE URGED THEM not to listen to human 
ideas that would “rob the cross of Jesus Christ 
of its power” by trying to weaken the commands 
of the gospel. 


In a similar vein Cardinal George Basil Hume 
of Westminster, England, opened the confer- 
ence’s first workshop by calling on Christians to 
preach the gospel in season and out, ang to live 
what they preach. 

People are ready to hear the message of the 
gospel he said, “if those who speak do so with 
deeply held convictions and if their patience 


and their attitudes give Cee to: what they : 


say.” 


AUXILIARY BISHOP Dermot: O’Mahony of 
Dublin, preaching at the closing mass June 18, 
under brilliant sunshine, suggested with a grin 


that the fine Irish summer afternoon was “the 


greatest miracle since creation.” 


The marvelous scene of the risen Lord telling 
his disciples to go out and proclaim the good 
news to all creation, said the bishop, was 
repeating itself that afternoon “in aneven more 
extraordinary way.” 


The Lord, he said, was telling them: “Go forth 
from Dublin, go back. to the 75 countries from 
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which you have come and proclaim the good 
news that | am alive and well and presentin the 
world.” 


THE BISHOP stressed the three keys. to 


authentic witness: promoting unity among 
Christians, fidelity to the church and love for 
one another. 


'He added, however, that settling for the 


lowest common denominator was not true 


ecumenism. 


“The way to unity is not to abandon or water 
down what is true and authentic and rich in our 
beautiful Catholic tradition but for each one of 
us to work for the renewal of our church by 
drawing closer each day to our risen Lord who 
will inevitably draw us closer to our separated 
brothers and sisters,” he said. 


BISHOP O’MAHONY urged the charismatics 


~ above all to love. 


All would, in some way, have experienced the 


nearness of the risen Lord during this 


conference, “but such an experience works no 
miracle, produces no cheap grace, is no short 
cut to Heaven,” said Bishop O’Mahony. 


“We can easily forget all about itand perhaps — 


be left with just an emotional void unless we go 
out and take up the hard and relentless task of 
loving others as Jesus did.” 


URGING the congregation to follow the 
exhortation of St. John of the Cross, “Where you 
can’t find love, put love and then you'll find 
love,” he said: “There could be no better 
program for social and political action, no 
better way of showing that there is more to the 
charismatic renewal: movement—and there 
is—than a hug or arms raised on high or a 
moment of religious enthusiasm so heavenly as 
to be no earthly good.” 
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300 being treated- 


18,000 U.S. nuns 
are alcoholics 


KENMORE, Wash. (NC)—Approximately 
18,000 nuns—or 12 percent of the U.S. total— 
are alcoholics, but only about 300 are feceMing 
treatment. 

Benedictine Sister Stephanie Wardle an- 
nounced these statistics at a Northwest 


regional conference of the National Clergy 
Council on Alcoholism (NCCA). < 


SISTER WARDLE, family counselor and 


‘education coordinator in the diocese of Boise, 


Idaho, said alcoholic nuns sometimes suffer 
relapses because of the actions of their own 
communities. 

After a period of sober time, the nun is told it 
should be time for her to stop attending 
meetings of Aicoholics Anonymous or other 
recovery programs. 

In one case, Sister Wardle said, a nun had 
been sober for over a year when her community 
had a celebration where alcohol was served. 


WHEN SHE refused to drink, she was 


- admonished that she was “carrying this thing 


too far.” As a result, she decided to prove that 
she could drink like everyone else. She is 
currently in treatment again. 


“The alcoholic woman is'trapped by adoubie 
standard,” Sister Wardle said. 


“While the intoxicated man is labeled as 
comic and tolerated when he loses control, a 
woman in the same condition is scorned as 
weak, pathetic and disgraceful. If she is a sister, 
the reactions are intensified.” 


ANOTHER speaker, Jesuit Father James E. 
Royce, director of the alcohol studies program 
and senior professor of psychology at Seattle 
University, stressed that alcoholism is an 
illness like diabetes, not a question of moral 
depravity or weak will. 


No one has a stronger will than an alcoholic 
who needs a drink, he said. 


To tell an alcoholic woman to pray for the 
grace to “drink like a lady” betrays a total 
ignorance of the whole physiology and psycho- 
logy of addiction, Father Royce said. 


THE NATURE of alcoholism, he said, 
diminish free choice over drinking. 

NCAA executive director Father John P. 
Cunningham described the illness of alcohol- 
ism among clergy as something which has 
been “swept under the rug” for too long. 


Although the NCAA had its beginning 31 
years ago, it was only in 1977 that the US. 
bishops’ made an official statement on 
alcoholism and the clergy, he said. 


“THE BASIC principle of recovery is a virtue 
_ called humility,” he added. 


‘Those who are_afflicted by alcoholism must 
admit that “I cannot control drinking, drinking 
controls me.” lf the addict can accept that 
reality, then he is a humble man, Father 
Cunningham said. 
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Will be ‘flagship of university’ 
USD announces first doctoral program 


The University of San 
Diego has announced its 
first doctoral program. It 
will offer a aectorate in 
education. 


Father William Elliott, 
dean of the school of edu- 
cation at USD, said the new 
degree program is intended 
primarily for those who will 
be active in education in 
leadership positions. 


“THE DECISION to offer a 


doctorate was made after a 
three year feasibility stu- 
dy,” he said, “which includ- 
ed a survey of the needs of 
professional educators in 
the area. 


“The doctoral program 
will be, in a sense, the 
‘flagship’ of the university,” 
he added. “It is indicative of 
the growth and maturity the 
university has achieved in 
the six years since the 
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merger.” 


He referred to the merger 
of the former University of 
San Diego College for Men, 
founded and run by the 
diocese, and the San Diego 
College for Women, found- 
ed and run by the Religious 
of the Sacred Heart—both 
“on the same campus. 


THE COORDINATOR of 
the new doctoral program 
will be Dr. Philip O. Hwang. 


Plaintiffs in suit against UCSD 
abortion funding now total 32

_ Seventeen students from 
four other University of 
California campuses have 
been allowed to join 15 
students from the San 
Diego campus as plaintiffs 
challenging the university's 
use of student fees to fund 
abortions. 


The ruling by Superior 
Court Judge Ross Tharp 
joins to the suit nine stu- 
dents at Berkeley, six at 


“Davis and one each at 


Riverside. and Santa Bar- 
bara. 


The:action enables them 
to place in a court trust that 
part of the registration fee 
which funds a compulsory 
student health insurance 
plan which pays for elective 
abortions. 


~The judge denied mo- 
tions by attorneys for the 
defendants, the UC Re- 
gents, to dismiss the case. 


He-also accepted three 


. other causes of action, - 


which he had previously 
denied, against the regents 
in the suit filed by attorney 
Burton Shamsky of Solana 
Beach on behalf of the 
students. 


“We have overcome ail 
legal objections to the 
lawsuit,’’ Shamsky said. 
He expects the case to goto 
trial in about 18 months. 


The judge’s ruling ena- 
bles the plaintiffs to bring 


four causes of action a- - 
gainst the University of | 


California Regents. 


‘“‘We have to prove,” 
Shamsky explained, . “that 


the university violates the 


—_ 
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First Amendment rights of 
the students, whether they 
are Catholic or not, by 
requiring them to pay for 
abortions. 


“We also have to prove 


that the university misap- ~ 


propriates student regis- 
tration fees. 


“We hope to establish 
that government or state 
organizations.cannot com- 


. pel people to violate their 


consciences: 


“And,” he continued, “we 
hope to establish that it is 
unconstitutional to compel 
people to participate in a 
mandatory insurance plan 
that pays for abortions.” 


This could affect thou- 
sands of employees 
throughout the nation, 
Shamsky said. 


Commenting on the 
addition of the 17 students, 
Albin Rhomberg, one of the 
three original plaintiffs, 


said, “This alrenethens our 


case. 
“We want this matter to 
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come to the attention of the 
regents themselves who 
probably had little to do 
with the decisions made by 
bureaucrats. 


“We want those who have 
the ultimate responsibility” 
to know what.is going on. °

birth control. The cardinal’s action prompted a 
response by 142 priests, and on July 28, The 
New York Times reported it. 

“THE DISPUTE,” the news story said, “came 
as reports arrived from Rome that Pope Paul VI 
was expected to reaffirm tomorrow the 


church’s opposition to birth control pills and - 


other artificial means of contraception.” 


The report also quoted Father Charles Curran 
of Catholic University, then vice president of 
the Catholic Theological Society of America, as 
saying, “It is incredible that the pope could 
even be thinking about issuing such a 
statement merely reaffirming past teaching,” 
and asking how the pope could reject the 
commission majority report. - 

A day after the Times report, on July 29, Pope 
Paul released a new encyclical, “Humanae 
Vitae (On Human Life).” ; 


THE REACTION was immediate and heated. 


In a front page story, the New York Times’ 
John Leo quoted Jesuit Father Robert Johann 
as saying: “One hopeful sign is that educated 
Catholics are not going to pay any attention to 
this statement. If they did we'd be back in the 
Dark Ages.” 

Commonweal, the weekly journal, editorial- 
ized, “For millions of lay people, the birth 
control question has been confronted, prayed 
over and settled—and notin the direction ofthe 
pope's encyclical.” . 

MANY BISHOPS voiced their unqualified 
support for the encyclical, but Leo’s report

cited only one lay voice. of welcome for 
“Humanae Vitae.” He said, “Triumph maga- 
zine...hailed the papal statement as ‘a coura- 
geous reaffirmation of Christian truth,’ ” that 
“invited the world to return to moral sanity.” 


While the staff of the now-defunct magazine 
hung a sign from its downtown Washington 
office reading, “Habemus Papam” (We have a 
pope), and its editor, L. Brent Bozell, suggested 
that dissenting priests should “acknowledge 
the state of schism,” criticism of the message 
was widespread. 


“Protestant and Jewish leaders and the 
Planned Parenthood movement expressed 
dismay at what they regarded as a serious 
misjudgment by the pope,” the Times’ Leo 
wrote. “Rabbi Abraham Heschel, a leading 
theologian, said’ he was batfled by the 
statement.” 


ONE TIMES headline on hy 30 said, 


“Studies Indicate Link -Between Use of . 


Contraceptives and Economic Progress,” and 
the paper's lead editorial that day lamented the 
encyclical’s arrival. . 


“It is tragically ironic...that this pope may be 
most remembered for an encyclical that can 
only. serve to strengthen the twin evils of war 
and poverty against which -he has so coura- 
geously spoken out,” the editorial said. 


Backing the right of conscience in the 
“matter, the editorial continued: “But when the 
church presumes to speak for one-sixth of 
mankind on an issue that could affect the very 
survival of the human race, others cannot 
remain indifferent. 

“THE PAPAL EDICT is bound to retard 
recently promising efforts to check a popula- 
tion explosion that threatens in the next few 
decades ‘to plunge the world into hopeless

Meanwhile, 87 theologians announced their 
dissent from the encyciical, saying, “Spouses 
may responsibly. decide according to their 
conscience that artificial contraception in 
some circumstances is permissible and indeed 
necessary to preserve and foster the values and 
sacredness of marriage.” 


The theologians drew prompt backing from 
others, including Dr: Andre Hellegers, a 
member of the papal birth control commission 
and now director of the Kennedy Institute for 
the Study of Bioethics and Human Repro- 
duction, and John Noonan, law professor at the 
University of California, Berkeley. 


THE 7,500 WORD encyclical, according to 
_Surveys, went generally unheeded by Catholics, 
and now, as its 10th anniversary approaches, 
several members of the Catholic hierarchy 
have issued renewed pleas that it be embraced.

A KINGDOM COMING by Father William C. 
Marrin. St. Anthony Messenger Press, 


1615 Republic St., Cincinnati, OH 45210. °

Popular books on the Bible that are 
scholarly, readable and even exciting are 
very rare. Father Marrin provides just that 
in this fine, slim volume on the introduc- 
tion to the scriptures. 


While it is an overview of the New 
Testament, with emphasis on the mes- 
sage of Jesus, it does begin with three 
excellent chapters on the Old Testament. 
That was the collection of books that 
formed the human Jesus and the world in 
which he gave his message. 


As the author points out, one could 
hardly expect to understand the works of 
Chaucer without some understanding of 
14th century England. The world of the 
Bible goes back to a much more remote 
time than that so it requires work to 
understand. 


He disagrees with the fundamentalist 


who says that the Bible is so direct that it 
speaks to all men of every age directly. 
“The real question is not ‘Is it true?’ but 


_ ‘What is true?’ What does it actually say?” 


Father Marrin says that here we must be 
faithful to the tradition of Jerome, 
Athanasius, Augustine and the Catholic 
tradition. : 


My favorite chapter is chapter five: “The 
Birth of the Church.” In onesense, it came 
miraculously from the side of Christ when 
his first disciples were enflamed by the 
Holy Spirit on Pentecost. To leave it at that 
is to miss the whole human drama that 
began with Pentecost and continues until 
the end.of time. ‘ 


Each chapter ends with several sug- 
gested readings and some discussion 
starters. This makes it ideal for adult 
education programs, and, depending on 
the. skill of the teacher, even high school 
students. It’s a pleasure to review a book 


that can be recommended to all readers. |

The Cheap Detective—a plodding 
parody of the private-eye films of the 40s. 


‘The plot has Peter Falk as a Bogart-like 


detective searching for the murderer of 
his partner, smashing an international 
smuggling racket and helping a Free 
French agent gain passage to Oakland. 


Even if the jokes were a lot better than 
they are, a 10-minute skit on the Charlie 
McCarthy show 30 years ago would have 
been the right place for them. Some of the 
humor, as one might suspect, is adult in 
nature. For adults. (PG) 


The Last Waltz—a cinematic record of 
the last concert given by the popular rock 
group called The Band. Supplemented by 
interview footage and by some numbers 
shot in a studio, the film is extremely well 
done for its kind—it was directed by 
Martin Scorsese—but its appeal is ob- 
viously limited to rock fans. 


The amoral attitude of some -of the 
performers that occasionally surfaces in 
portions of the interview sections together 
with some coarse references make “The 
Last Waltz” mature viewing fare. For 
adults. (PG) :
